The HArdbick is thus rendred , 
Keep meekneſs, and thou ſhalt ſee uprightneſs ; 4 
there will be an end to the jpeaceable man, We 
ſee all theſe Tranſlators have read the words 
rendred in our Bibles upright and 'perfe, ſo, 
that they did. not underſtand them of an 
upright and perfeft man , but of aprightneſs and 
perfeFion 'in the abſtract ; which the ſame 
words a little varied in the pointing do in- 
deed fignifie. The word rendred by us 
mark, they have rendred: keep, which it does 
ftrictly ſignifie ; ; :and- becau what 'we mark 
we keep in our memory, therefore it iis of- 
ten uſed in that ſenſe. The word 'rendred. 
latter end does alſo ſometimes ſignifie a re- 
ward, becauſe it-is given at the-larter end of

To return : 

Firſt, By: perfefion, we are not to under- 
ſtahd , either ſuch eſfencial perfection as þe- 
longs only to that erernal being 'in' ſtridt- 
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neſs of ſpeech ; nor ſuch a perfetion as. we 
hope for. in_ another Rate. ; ..bur only ſuch 
a perfection as makes any thing compleat in 
its kind ; that is, ſuch a ſoundoels- in. the 
faculties and powers of a mans ſoul, as makes 
him an entire man, that js, one thart is truly 
a reaſonable creature, afted and guided by 
reaſon. All that belongs to a thinking na- 
ture, is a clearneſs of underſtanding and 
judging, an obſequioulneſs in the will ro 
the dictates. of .an enlightned mind, and a 
diſpoſition to conſider things carefully, which 
is the chief and beſt exerciſe of the freedom 
of the will ; together -with: the regulation 
of a mans inward affeftions and paſſions, 
and the conduct of his actions, He that has 
' a. conſiderable ſoundneſs in _every one of 
theſe, is perfet in thoſe parts that may be 
ſaid to compoſe a rational nature : But in all 
theſe there are different degrees :: ſome men 
have a uy extent of knowledge than 
others, though many of the pretenders to ir, 


are too often employed about things that 
are either impertinent or hurtful to them : 
but every one. may. be. called perfe& in. his 
knowledge , who. rightly apprehends- and 
judges well thoſe things which relate, to * 

| hinilelf, 
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himſelf; who has his mind raiſed towards 
the- bell obje&ts, and poſlefſed with deep 
impreſſions of God and true. goodneſs, and 
the rewards of another {tate : and the more 
deeply he conſiders theſe things, and the 
' more frequently he refle&s on-them, he is fo 
munch the more perfeft , how little foever he 
may know or reliſh thoſe vain and empt 

Notions, which many magnifie as the highe 

flights of knowledge. Again, he who em- 
 ployes the powers of his will, and his facul- 
ty of choice , or liberty to turn, his under- 
fandin to the beſt objects, and breaks him- 
{of either of an obſtinate and ungoverned 
ſtiffneſs, or of a fluggiſh faintneſs and feeble 
eaſineſs, and- attains to a due firmnels in his 
reſolutions , and a ſtability in his purpoſes, 
avoiding the extreams of bein too perem- 
ptory, or too yielding, is alfo pe in this part 
of 2 rational nature; and if this temper pre- 
vails in the main current of amans life; he 
may be well accounted a perfe# man, though 
in {ome particulars and upon fome occaſions: 


he leaves it behind han; 


- for 2 mans paſſions-arid affeftions;, 
he that refiſts' their fury ,, and brings. bim-

which may inflame him | too much, that 
endeayours to raiſe his affetions to the beſt 
objects, which make bim ſtrong againſt in- 


| _feriour objets and weak, aflaults, he that 


has learn't' ro make a right eſtimate and 
value of things, and Rtugies to poiſe, him- 
ſelf, fo that none of the various accidents of - 
life may very much alter him , that keeps 
a watchful eye upon himſelf, and is jea- 
lous of every-thing that is apt to heat fm 


roo much, this is a perfef man. 


I do not think a my unleſs r Srage > 
'treamly ſtupid , can .real| pertectly the 
ſame in all the turns of his life ; and (aig 
fore I am. very apt to ,conclude, that the 
pretenſions of the. Stoicks .in ithis matter., 
-were either only extravagant boaſtings and 
vain affeations, or that they firſt brought 
their minds by a long conſtraint to a heavi- 
neſs and dulneſs, by which the a@ive. pow- 
ers of their ſouls were in a. gzeat -macaſyre 

| | |  enervated 
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enervated and ſtupifiedo That quickneſs of 
thought or /acrimony- in the mind which is 
called affe&ion or /paſsion, is often neceſſary 
to animate us to great undertakings, and 
ro ſupport us in dithcult performances : and 
if a man could ſo far preyail on himſelf, as 
to root it out. of his mind, it mighe per- 
haps enable him- to ſuffer uneaſie things 
witty leſs pain, - but it would mightily emaſ- 
culate the vigour :of his ative powers. So 
I conclude;; a perfeft man is he that cools 
his paſſions, and governs his affeions, and 
not he that roots them out entirely. 


The laſt and- moſt viſible branch of this 
perfection, is a good and wiſe,condu&ct of a 
mans actions : he that conſiders well the 
ſtation that God has ſet him in, and the 
relation in which he ſtands, to the reſt of 
mankind , together with the duties incum- 
bent on him, and acts prudently and diſ- 
creetly , that governs his tongue , ſo as 
not to give advantages againſt himſelf , nor 
to make enemies needleſly, that guides his 
affairs with diſcretion , that orders his fami- 
ly with prudent care -and - foreſight , that 
lives to the 'good of mankind , that _ 
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ders himſelf born not only for himſelf, 
but for the publick good, and therefore layes 
himſelf out to do all the good that he 
ran, firſt by his own example and the in- 
fluence. that may have on the world., and 
chen by inſtructing , admoniſhing and dire- 
Ring thoſe that are under his authority or 
influence, and is ready to aflit , advife and 
relieve thoſe that are in arty. difficulty , or 
ſtand in need of any thing that he can ſpare, 
this is the perfef# man 5 and that temper is 
nas perfeftion which we are to obſerve os 
ep. | 


[ would not raiſe the notion of perfeQi- 
en too high , left any ſhould be diſcou- 

ed from endeayouring to attain to it ;. nor 
let it fall roo low, leſt fome may come too 
eaſily to- imagine they are already perfect. 
It's good to Kave ſuch high and great no- 
tions of Verrue as are on the one hand apt 
to Excite a. generous temper of mind m us; 
and yet on the other hand, are not impra- 
Aicable Idea's, which ſubfiſt only in -the 
imaginations of high-flown men. A -man 
that has all theſe in a good and folid 'mea- 


fare, is a perfett mim, and a perfettly religions. 


man, , 
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man, though he has nor-yer attained to ſuch 
degrees in every one of them , as he may 
hope to grow up to, after ſome years pro- 
ficiency. Single jnſtances and- errors now 
and” then may fall ont , and yet he remain 
Rift a perfeft man : for we are to remem- 
ber a diftinftion berween a perfeftion of 
parts, and a perfection in degrees : as a 
man in relation to his body is a perfe&t man, 
if he has all the Vitals within , ' and all the 
Organs and Members without , that belong 
co the ſtruure of his Body, though thete 


15 not -1n all that exact ſymmetry of parts, 


nor | that agreeableneſs in, every one of 


them. 


As' for uprizhtneſs or the npright man, the 
true Notion 6f this will be eaſier fqrmed, 
and' the {goner© diſpatched. © Uprightneſs' is 
an exa&t correſpondency between a mans 
thoughts and his words and ations, when 
a ans] poſed with ſuch 4 'candour anf 
probity of mind, thar he' lyes under no tem- 
rations to diſguiſe or _difſemblehjs thoughts, 
fo that integrity and truth isthat to which be 


rrifts;, - as' knowing it will preſerve him ; and PAal.25.22, 
therefore concludes, that he who walks uprightly, proy.10. 9. 
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walks ſurely : when, a man 'is fo far raiſed 
above the World', that neither a defire to 
recommend himſelf to any , by abje& flatte- 

, 'nor to. make unreaſonable 'gains in his 
/ & Fs , can work on him, fo as to ſay ' 
any thing otherwiſe. than as he thinks, he is 
an upright man, and ſuch as alwayes ſpeaks 
the truth as it is m his beart, "This ſtraight- 
neſs of ſoul, ſuppoſes many things neceſſa- 
ry to. prepare a man to it: he muſt be both 
innocent and humble, moderate in his de- 
ſigns, and free from covetouſneſs : for any 
of all theſe things will make a man warp 
inſenſibly, and bend into ſome crooked 
poſtures , which after a long bending, will 
grow to be ſo ſtrangely rooted , that 
that which . is crooked cannot be made ſtraight : 
and, when ,a., marr lets ' his "integrity once 


go, the fears of a diſcovery.,. together with 


the other ill conſequences of it, and that 
faral train. that is in ill ations,, by which 
one .draxs on another , . will make it. much 
harder, to, recover it , than: it is at firſt to 
maintain . it... And if a man' can, once ſo 
far prevail oyer thoſe honeſt and candid 
diſpoſitions that are in him, as to. let him- 
felt cool and ſleep and go on,, in. anything 
that 
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that is indire&_ or- difingenious- ; - he will 
come to 'be fo fortified againſt thoſe: ten- 
derneſſes ' and awakenings of Conſcience , 
that he is" in; a probable way. of growing 
up to any pitch of wickedneſs to which he 
may be tempted. 


And thus. I have conſidered the impor- 
tance of this Character , the perfe# and ups 
right man, or perfeftion and uprightneſs. 


I come next to the Second Particular,which 
is\the obſervation and regard we ought, to 
have to ſuch perſons or ſuch a temper. 
We ought to mark them well; to conſider 
what = offer. for our imitation, and to 
keep well in our memory: that inſtruction 
whach their example affordsi: and as. we ob- 
ſerve-them ; ſo as to learn from 'them , fo 
we ought to carry in our :minds ſuch aſenſe 
of | their Vertues, : as to make us eſteem them 
highly while -they--live'; and pay all due 
honour | to: their memories when they are 


-dead. 


.\.+Firſt,: We are fo to mark them as to learn 
from them, -and are to .lay up in our. me-

mories what we have obſerved in them; 
and thus we may both mark the perfett man, 
and preſerve or keep up that ſame temper in 
our ſelves: There is no way more effeftual 
to the ſtudy of Vertue , chan the obſerving 
the excellent patterns that men ſer us; 
In them Vertue appears 'cloathed with all 
thoſe circumftances, that may both reprelent 
it more amiable, and make it be more eafi- 
ly imitated by us. The abftra&bed and Phi- 
loſophical Idea's of Vertue are indeed very 
beautiful and convincing to them that can 
frame them Tight, and purſue and apply them 
well; but every man has not that ſtrength 
of apprehenſion, and clearneſs of j 

that 1s neceflary for this : and general rules 
= fo divenfified by _— age Fw" q 

t every one 'has not a faculty of -applyi 

them wks ſeveral ad&tions po in x CL. 
Mas iturns :of tife ': and therefore' when God 
_— znftruct mankind in. the. excetlenteſt 
way \of Religion that was ever propofed, 
which -was Miverid in the Petar 
ty of expreſſion thac was poſlible , he Ge ac 
the ſame time before us the perfecteſt pat-

and dwelt among men : and the greateſt pare 
of 
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Funaarof Br. Janxi Hous tov. 15 
of che Goſpels confiſts rather of a Narrarive 
of his holy and exemplary Life, than of an 
exaQ ſyſtem of his Preceprs : for the one is 
contained and delivered in the other. In 
him we ſce thoſe ſhining Vertues of Patience, 
Contempt of the World , Humility , Meek- 
neſs, Submiffion to the Will of God , Zeal 
for his Glory , and an unwearied readineſs 
to do good, which conld not be overcome 
by the moſt ungrateful and injurious returns 


that were poſlible. 


There is this difference between that and all 
other patterns , that we: catinot exceed in 
our exactneſs of imitating it : whereas we: 
may grow affectate and apiſh in imicating . 
any other pattern. The beſt men have their 
defefts and failings , - which made St. Paw 

reſtrain and limit our being followers of - the 
Apoſtles themſelves, by. this Caution, as they , o,,..,, 
Were followers of Chriſt. There are allo par- 
ticular humours in very good men, which 
do well-enough in them , being natural to - 
them , and being fer off with many -other - 
excellencies that are in them ;. but theſe being 
more viſible and coming under more com: - 
mon. obſervation , ſome vain and. fooliſh : 


perſons 
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perſons hoping to be:thought hke: thoſe ex- 
cellent perſons ," by an afeaion of. ſome 
Geſtures and Cuſtoms that were peculiar 
to them , make themſelves; thereby. the ob- 
jects of the ſcorn' of the Wiſe and Judicious. 
We are to obſerve what is truly excellent 
and uſeful in thoſe whom we have knows, 
and as_to ſmall matters, we are ſtill ro do 
that which is moſt natural , and has leaft of 
conſtraint in it. 


It is a great bleſſing for one, eſpeciall 
in his young and tender years,” in which 
he is ſcarce capable-of any thing bur, imi- 
tation , to have this eaſte and profitable 
way of inftruction offered to him. : and 
every one is to confider, that this will be 
put to their accourit , and that they; have 
a great deal to anſwer for on this very rea- 
ſon. - If Divine Providence was thus be- 
fore-hand. with them , and laid ſuch a hap- 
pineſs in their way ſo early , that good im- 
preſſions did prevent all- bad ones, then whar 
a heavy charge will it be, - if they have en- 
deavoured to blot all theſe out, and to ſuper- 
induce bad' ones ? 


But 
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Bur as we owe our ſelves the good Improve- 

ment of this way of Inſtruion, ſo we owe 
thoſe Perſons, to whom the Characters: in my 
Text agree, great eſteem and reverence as long 
as they live, and all due reſpe& when they are 
dead. We ought to look on them as burning and 
ſhining Lights, and are to rejoice in their Light : 'we 
ought to conſider them as the Salt, the Light, 
_ the Pillars of - the Earth: we do not know 
how much we owe them for the lengthning our 
of our Tranquillity, their very being in the 
World'may be a- mean to ſuſperid ſuch Judg- 
ments in which they might be involved, and 
their Prayers and Interceſſions have certainly 
great Efficacy ; ſo that every time we ſee ſuch 
a Perſon, it-{hould rejoyce our Heart, and we 
ſhould conclude there goes one of the Preſer- 
vers and Supporters of the Nation, if not of the 
World ; for when the number of the Elect is 
accompliſhed, then the reſt are not to expe&t 
thoſe common Fayours of Day and Night, of 
Times and Seaſons, of Sun-ſhine and Rain, in 
which the wicked ſhare more for their Neigh- 
bour-hood to good! Men, than upon their own 
account. Weare to do nothing to grieve them, 
nor to make thoſe Lives that are ſo uſefull ro 
D us, 
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a oncemfonle ” out, - _— Man 
is to conſider a truly Gopd Man as his Bene- 
faQtor, and as 2 ſort of 4 Father to. him : bus 
thoſe who receive a more impaediate Bleſſing 
from them, owe greater returns of tender At- 
fe&tion and reverent Day. 

When they. die ,. we. are not to. afflict, our 
ſelves with an unmagly. Sorrow, eſpecially if 
they have lived purtheir courſe, and die ina 

od old Age, full of Dayes, agd full of Chil- 
, it but the zrue Decencies and Solemngies of 
pl Religious Mournin require better, and more 
uleful Exerciſes. Thole more immediatel y con- 
excoeyl in them, ought to reflec on their Lives, 
and gather, as the remains of a Re ry all

The greateſt Glory of - the Chriſtian Church 
hath been in their Deaths, literally buning and 
ſhining Lights, and in thoſe fiery Chariors ave 
criumphed over the World ; and what the Pſal- 
milt obſerved under the Old Teſtament, 1s 
much oftner verified under the New, that the

living and dying, ſeem to have great Advan- 
rages over good and vertuous Men ; of whom,” as 
the World is not worthy, ſo it does not know the 
Value it ought to ſer on them, /nor the Ule ir 


Pc. 58.2, Ought to make of them : But verily, there #. a 


Reward for the Righteous, becauſe there is a God. 
that judgeth in the Earth: and fince he doth not 
always give them their Reward in this Life, it is 
certain he has provided one for them after it ; 
and in order to their having a full Reward and 
an higher degree of Happineſs in the next State, 
he does exercile them often very feverely as 
to all outward Appearance inthis Life. 


But if they have not a great meaſure of Peace 
neither living nor dying ; yet - the Separa- 
tion of their Souls and Bodies they do then en- 
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r into Peace, and.into the Joy of their Lord, cinto 
thoſe bleſſed and peaceful Habirations,| where 
none of thoſe Jars and Contentions with which 
this World 1s exerciſed, diſturb their Reſt.

He lived go Years, allto a few days; and 

the laſt 3 5 years of his Life, till a lice before 

| his Death, he enjoyed a vigorous and perfect 

Health, together with the greateſt of all earth- 
ly Bleſſings, the perfe& uſe of his Senſes, his 
Memory, and Judgment : ſo that be continued 
ro write many Letters weekly till his laſt Dit- 
eale fell upon him. 


About 47 years ago, an unhappy Accident 
had almoſt cut him off, when he was yet in the 
Strength of his Age ; he being at a Training 
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near Morefields, ſome Powder took fire, by 
which he,with ſeveral others, ' were blown'up ; 
but tho! fome of. the reſt were ſtruck dead our-' 
right, yet God had a great deal of more Service: 
for him in the World, and ſo after an Hineſs of 
{ix or ſeven Wecks continuance, of which it was: 
long doubted, whether he could ever recover, 
he was again reſtored to his Family, and lived: 
ro ſee his Childrens Children, and ſome of their 
(bhildren, to lo great an Increaſe, that in his 
timea full hundred came into the World de- 
{cended from him, all born in full time, and all 
baptized ſave one : ot thele, 67 are yet alive, to 
which, it eleven, that are come into his Family 
by Marriages, be joyned, there wanted but two 
of fourſcore, that had right to. his daily Bleſling. 
And ſoentirely did the Flt Bleſſing of Encreaſe 
and Multiply reſt on him and his Children, that' 

there was never an Abortive nor a Child dead- 
born in all his numerous Family : A rare and 

ſingular Happinels, ro which very tew have ever 

been known to have attained. I ſhall not add 

any thing of the Comfort he had in them, tho* 

that is a neceſſary Ingredient to make.ſuch 
things Bleſſings indeed, but that, belongs too. 
much to the Living, to. be infiſted on by me, 
| _ Having 
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Having thus lengthened out his Days wich a 
great Increaſe both of Family and Fortune,” he 
at laſt for ſeveral Years withdrew himſelf from 
all worldly Afﬀairs, and fo lived only to fear 
God,and do Good. He having lo entire a Health, 
ſo plentiful a Fortune, and the Freedom of that 
Leiſure which he gave himlelf, added to his 
Crown of Gray-hairs, and the Crown of his 


Children, that of Good Works, and at laſt ex-- 


changed them all for a Crown of Glory. 


A few days before (hriſtmaſs laſt, he was ta- 
ken ill, and tho' it might have been imagined 
that imo ancient a Man, Nature was to far 
ſpent, that it could not have held out long ; 
yet the length of his Diſtemper, the great Pains 
and Agonies he endured for about {1x Months, 
and the Feaver in which his Life ended, ſhew- 
ed that there was ſtill a great ſtock of-Vigor 
and Strength in: him : but tho' his Memory 
and Judgment were ſometimes clouded during 
his Sickneſs, yetit appeared that Goodnels and 
rrue Piety were become, by long Ule and 
Practice, ſo natural ro him, that when the 
Clearnels of his Mind was much darkened, yet 
4! F-'3 the 
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che excellent Temper of his Soul remained with 
him to the laſt, 


During his long Sickneſs, and under all the 
returas of Pain, which were ſometimes very 
violent, he was never heard ſpeak one impati- 
ent word ; but was almolt always either pray- 
ing to God, or praifing him; he uſe fo 
Scriptures to be read, and Plalms to be = 
often about him, and heartily prayed for all 
that came to fee him, and amidſt thoſe his A- 
gonies, he did not forget the Churches of God 
both at home and abroad. The laſt (ſenſible 
Words he {paketo his Children were the Night 
before he died, upon his Sons coming to lee 
him; he prayed God to bleſs them,and their Children, 
with all Temporal Bleſſings, and above all with Spiri- 
tual Bleſſings ; after chishe {poke nothing perfe&t 
to any of them, but was heard ſayin a Devo- 
tion to God ; My Squl doth magnify the Lord, and 
my Spirit bath rejoyced in God my Saviour, which 
he repeated ſeveral times; and as theſe words 
were a very proper Concluſion to ſuch a Life, 
ſo they were, the, laſt he ſpake diſtin&ly. 
And tho' it was likely that ſo long a Sickneſs 
in ſo ageda Perſon had fo ſhaken the whole
